rent you receive. 

Assume that you own an eight 
room house, Since you only need six 
rooms, you decide to rent the other 
two rooms as a furnished apart- 
ment. You will now have two kinds 
of deductible expenses, those ex- 
penses that apply to the house asa 
unit, and those expenses that apply 
particularly to the apartment. 

As a home owner, you can deduct 
any property taxes you may haveto 
pay. You can also deduct the 
interest ona mortgage. This is true 
whether you rent part of the house, 
or not, but there are some addi- 
tional deductions you cantake from 
the rent you receive for the two 
rooms. You can deduct such items 
as insurance, repairs, collection 
fees, depreciation, and brokerage 
commissions. But remember, 
these deductible expenses must 
apply directly to the two rooms 
you are renting. In other words, if 
you make repairs to the whole 
house you can only deduct from 
rent income the cost of repairs 
applicable to the two rooms being 
rented. 

If you supply any utilities suchas 
gas or electricity to your tenant 
without making a separate charge, 
you can deduct a portion of the 
amount you pay for these utilities 
from the rent you receive. 

Income from renting allora part 
of your home should be reported 
in Schedule G of Form 1040. How- 
ever, if you perform any sub- 
stantial services for your tenant, 
then the rent becomes business 
income and should be reported on 
Schedule C. For example, youmay 
be supplying hotel-type services 
such as breakfast, laundry or 
cleaning. If such is the case, then 
you are actually receiving payment 
for the use of both your property 
and your services. In effect, you 
are in the hotel business and must 
report your income as business 
income.

It may be that you use a roomas | 


an office. You have equipped it with 


a desk, a couple of chairs or other | 


materials for performing your 
work. You can deduct a portion of 
the following expenses as legiti- 
mate business expenditures; de- 
preciation of your home, heat, 
light, insurance and so on. Youcan 
also deduct any portion of your 
telephone bill applicable to your 
business affairs. 

If you happen to be renting your 
home from someone else, youcan- 
not deduct an anount for the de- 
preciation of a portionof the house, 
but you can claim a share of the 
rent you pay as a deduction. 

Some of the expenses for your 
home office are fully deductible. 
These are expenses that relate ex- 
clusively to your business, suchas 
supplies, postage, depreciation of 
your office furniture, and so on. 

Whether you are renting your 
home or using part of it as anoffice, 
remember to keep records of as 
many of your expenses as possible. 
Although you are entitled todeduct 
the expenses discussed in this 
article, the Internal Revenue 
Service may ask for anexplanation 
of some of the items you deduct. It 
pays to have whatever information 
you can gather to support the ex- 
penses you claim. 

You can get additional informa- 
tion on deductible expenses from 
the free instruction booklet issued 
each year by the Internal Revenue 
Service. A copy will be sent to you 
together with your income tax 
forms.

Candidates, Where Are You? 


Candidates for public office have only until the 30th of 
the month to file their papers — but as matters stand now, 
there won’t be much for the registrars to do. 

Interest in seeking elective office seems to be on the 
wane, judging by the lack of enthusiasm demonstrated by 
local residents. There is only one candidate for Select- 
man, in addition to the incumbents; no one has yet in- 
dicated even a shallow interest in challenging the two 
School Committee members who seek re-election; and 
other office-holders — the moderator and housing autho- 
rity member — go unchallenged. 

Sincere competition, giving the voters an opportunity 
to make a selection, is needed. 

It’s nothing against any officer of the town, but it 
seems to us that every public office should be sought by 
at least one competitor, so that voters can make a sensi- 
ble decision. 

If this happens, there should be another candidate for 
Selectman, two for School Committee, and one each for 
moderator and housing authority. It’s about time that alert 
voters, many of whom have indicated a real interest in 
town government, shrugged off their personal apathy and 
placed their names before the public. 


Frightening Prospect 


Possibly the most frightening prospect the town has 
ever faced looms before us now — gravel pits all over the 


town. 
One contractor has 16 requests for permits to remove 


gravel and fill — just for one section of Route 495. Others 
will come for use in the highway construction program, in 
addition to those for other routine purposes. 

Selectman James D. Wilson has suggested to the Select- 
men that they make up their minds now, then stick to a 
policy designed to protect the town against a monstrous 
invasion by the excavators. While he doesn’t go so far as 
to suggest banning all gravel operations, Wilson has 
pointed out that the Selectmen must adopt a policy, under 
the extreme conditions facing the community. 

The Board, after investigating the legal problems in- 
volved, is planning to do just that — and they can’t move 
too swiftly. 

We have no quarrel with the normal pit operations. 
People always need gravel, and there should be enough 
available for them. But this wholesale invasion of the 
town is quite another matter — just look at some of the 
communities where pits have been allowed in quantity, 
and have been left to blight the town. 

Wilson is quite correct in his desire to see a firm policy 
established, and adhered to, and we can only hope that 
it will be a stern, restrictive policy for the protection of 
the entire community.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“This is an answer to the 
editorial in December in which you 
said the Andover Taxpayers Asso~ 
ciation is ‘selfish’ because it seeks 
to keep taxes down. 

**Since I can not speak officially 
for the group even though I am its 
president, I submit the following as 
my personal viqw of the principles 
for which I hope the Association 
stands. And to save valuable space, 
I shall refer to the Association as 
the ATA. 

‘*Possibly the most valuable 
single contribution of the ATA isan 
intangible - a climate pf civic 
vigilance for the town’s-interests 
which serves as a deterrent to the 
more extreme proposals which 
might be made. This civic climate 
is the result of our activities inthe 
10 following areas: 

**1. We believe that government 
should be limited to ‘essential’ 
public services. Although the adop- 
tion of a local tax follows a demo- 
cratic process, there is nothing 
democratic about apportioning a 
tax or voluntary about paying it. 
Because a tax is collected both 
from those favoring and those 
opposing a project, a tax may be a 
case of robbing Peter to pay Paul - 
legally, of course. 

**T hope this Association believes 
every person is entitled to retain 
his earnings unless a clear public 
need is established. There seems 
to be in our midst more and more 
people eager to make their pet 
projects a ‘free’ public service, 
all in the name of social justice, 
of course. This overlooks the fact 
that, as welfarism increases, it 
stifles the private initiative of both 
those who receive and those who 
pay for the service. It thus helps 
destroy the very incentive that 
creates the wealth on which wel- 
farism feeds. 

**2. I think that most members 
of the ATA believe in home rule 
whenever practicable. But some 
of our townspeople seem to feel 
not only that local public services 
are free, but that state and federal 
services are more free thanlocal. 
Not only do the higher levels of 
government collect their funds 
from the same people (in the long 
run) but, being distant from the

‘*8. The ATA tries to moderate 
the more utopian demands of our 
public departments and employees, 
teachers included. 

‘*4. Related to the demands of our 
employees for ever-greater re~ 
wards, is the matter of superior 
service. Especially inour schools, 
where individual excellence can 
greatly exceed the minimum re- 
quirements of the job, should ex- 
cellence be recognized and re- 
warded. I hope the ATA will con- 
tinue to urge a sound merit plan. 

‘*5. After pet projects get onthe 
‘free’ list, it seldom happens that 
they are re-evaluated. For ex- 
ample, it irks some of our citizens 
to be forced to help pay for ‘free’ 
driver training, which ineffeci puts 
money into the pockets of those 
receiving the instruction. They 
question the payment, not the value 
of the training. 

‘*6. The ATA wants economy in 
town government. Perhaps our 
most striking success here is the 
spectacular saving made in the 
construction of the new South 
School. Not all of us are sogullible 
as to think that the effectiveness of 
education depends on the lushness 
of the structure. 

‘*7 Believing in efficient local 
government, the ATA urged the 
town manager plan, a separate 
school building committee and 
other similar improvements. 

‘*8. Unlike our Finance Com- 
mittee, whose scope is limited to 
money items in thecurrent budget, 
the ATA is free toworkinany area 
where it thinks it can protect or 
promote the town’s interests. 
Looking ahead, we have success~ 
fully urged the adoption of long- 
range water and sewer programs 
and a long-range capital expendi-~- 
ture program. 

‘*9. Functioning outside tax 
matters, this Association has in- 
troduced the secret ballot, pro- 
vided for revision of our by-laws, 
sponsored the personnel board and 
other similar improvements. 

**10.\In addition to our work at 
the local level, every member of 
the ATA supports prudent govern= 
ment at the state level by virtue 
of this state membership. 

‘*Finally, the ATA performs a 
useful public service by presenting 
the other side of a proposal. Voters 
need all points of view in order to 
arrive at a decision fair to all our 
taxpayers. 

“If we are selfish because we 
sometimes try to keep taxes from 
going much higher, could it bethat 


‘what this town now needs is an 


unselfish group whose purpose it 
is to push taxes up as fast as 


’ possible? 


“Thanks for listening to the 
other side.’’
